“ch Our adminiftration of public affairs - 
“* years paft has prepared for us; an 
, ch Our detractors will not fail to deal out 
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Hence one might naturally conclude, that a 
people can never be too careful in whom they 
repofe the important truft of conducting their 
affairs, fince in that truft is included that of 
preferving their charaéter. The directors of 
the one are, or ought to be, confervators of 
the other: and if thefe are ever found tardy in 
their duty, not felf-intereft, but felf-preferva- 
tion, fhould compel a people to difcard them 
from their fervice, to make room for abler and 
and honefter men, who will not, like chem, 
fport with the blood and treafure, and, what is 
fi more precious, with the character of their 
country. This is what one may naturally con- 
clude ; but natural and praétical conclufions, 
tho’ they fhould be, are not always the fame ; 
or experience hath at laft wraed out a liar. 

_ But tho’ the many may faffer for the deme- 
rits of the few, ir is very hard they fhould. 
And that the whole nation does not deferve the 
character preparing for them, we may learn 
from the late meetings of the Weft-India mer- 
chants, who, if they had loft their Seisfbility 
as well as their goods, would never have affem- 
bled to confider of ways and means to prevent 
the like for the future. This at leaft acquits 
them of Dulnefs in a pofitive fenfe, and the re- 
mains of the Quartumvirade before mentioned 
have nothing to do with them in reality even in 
an imputed. I doubt not but their heavy and 
provoking loffes in America, fince ‘* the uni- 
verfal, chriftian and definitive peace of Aix- 
la-chapelle,” will incite them to exert the 
birthright of Englifhmen: I doubt not but 
they will petition the Houfe the next feffion to 
enquire, How that univerfal, chriftian, and de- 
finitive piece of —fenfe came to be concluded 
and called a Peace, without including them and 
their affairs, which alone had given caufe to 
the preceding war? They may go further. — 
They may demand juftice on thofe who have 
thus betrayed their interefts, and in them the 
intereft and charaéter of the whole nation. 

Now that we have mentioned that ftupendous 
piece of politics, which was fo admirably con- 
ritructed for the repofe of Europe, about four 
years fince, we cannot but obferve, to its praife, 
it has produced very few innovations, It re- 
ftored Dunkirk, and gave a few towns to 
France, and that was all worth mentioning. 
But as the explanation of treaties is a neceflary 
art to the underftanding them, we muft remark 
to thofe who read this treaty, and conceive 
words in their puré genuine fenfe, that they 
will only bewilder themfelves unlefs they take 
this. caution with them, of feparating the ferious 
from the ironical, Ex. gr.

thing. Here it is obvious, that the terms uni- 
verfal, chriftian, and definitive, carry the 
fineft irony imaginable. Without this remark 
a reader, who is not verfed in what is called — 
Political Wit — might read a modern treaty 
without truly underftanding one fyllable of it.

We ought not to expect evils (fays the wife 
man) tho’? we may guard againft them; and 
it is childifh to regard omens as if they were 
gracles: But whoever witneffed the people’s 
averfion to the laft Convention, could never ex- 
pect to have feen their Prejudices revived by 
another under the fame odious name. A wife, 
{peculative m r and puffer (for I cannot 

uppofe this Convention real) would have un- 
derftood nature ‘better’; he would have known 
that prejudices extend even to words when thofe 
words have communicated very painful ideas. 
Thus, fays Mr. Lock, we equally hate the 
man and the action which has given us difplea- 
fure ; in which latter cafe the man and his ac- 
tion are as near and infeparable as the word and 
idea of it in the former.— For example: Can 
any Englifhman read the word Convention 
without blufhing for his country, when he re- 
colleéts that it was difgraced and infulted by a 
ridiculous libel under that name? Will not 
the ideas of rapine, amputations of ears, mutila- 
tions and fcourgings, fetters and imprifonment, 
run thro’ his imagination, when he remembers 
that this Convention was to REGULATE thefe 
evils, that is, to proportion the quantity and 
degree his countrymen were to fuffer of them ? 





And can he fee the word without remembering, 


the ideas of it which gave him fo much horror, 
and that without hating both ?—He mutt either 
be a philofopher, prime-minifter, fool or knave 
if he can, But our patron of learning and 
politician-general never read, at leaft I am fure 
never underftood, Lock. 

Whether this new Convention is one of thof: 
mi 
foreign news in the common papers, time will 
beft difcover: but it it is, can it be fuppofed 
therefore that every puff of this caft comes from 
the fountain-head of politics? Who knows but 
fome ignorant underftrapper, to curry favor & 
get a place, has.at his own’ expence and of his 
own motion, inferted this tale of a new Con- 
VENTION inthe foreign news papers to amufe 
the people when tranflated into our own? This 
may be believed‘by-thofe who are willing to 
finda falvo for the learning and fagacity of the 
honorable puffer abaye hinted ar; for they may 
think it a crime to leffen his mite, or rather that 
it would be,a cruel attemps to diminith ‘what is 
too {mall already to offend the moft prying 
eye. 
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Be this moot point ftill andeeided for me. 
Whether it is a new Convention or a ftale puff, 
is no great matter, But it is of fome ufe to ob- 
ferve, that no Convention which reftrains the 
navigation of the Weft-Indies a fingle furlong, 
and which on any pretence admits of fearch on 
the open feas, can redrefs the grievances In 
queftion, or wipe off the difgrace we fuffer in 
our reputation. 

Thofe therefore who are entrufted with the 
honor of a nation, fhould fomctimes fpend a 
thought on:the importance of the charge.— 
Inftead of playing the part of Bulybody abroad, 
fome care at home would be more becoming, 
The nation expects her character to be res 
trieved, and what fhe expects fhe has power 


to procure, if that power is not wafted by Ava- 


rice, Cowardice, Dulnefs, or Knavery.

Wednefday fe’nnight a gentleman was brought up 
to be re-examined before juftice Chamberlayne, for 
publifhing as true, a certain falfe draught or order 
for the payment of forty pounds, knowing it to be 
falfe, forged, and counterfeited. And after an ex- 
amination of feveral hours, the parties were bound 
over to profecute at the next feffions. 

Yefterday Abraham Ward was committed to New- 
gate by alderman Chitty, being charged with the 
murder of his wife, by beating and wounding her, 
of which wounds fhe languifhed for about a fortnight 
and then died.
